Foreign  Trade  Development 

Beef  (Japan)--On  May  10,  the  Government  of  Japan  announced  the  first  half  JFY79 
(Japanese  fiscal  year  April /March  1979/80)  general  quota  for  beef  in  the  amount 
of  63,000  metric  tons.  This  compares  to  allocations  of  40,000  and  55,000  mt 
respectively  during  the  first  and  second  half  1978  fiscal  year  just  ended.  Some 
portion  of  this  quota  will  comprise  high  quality  grain- fed  beef  imported  mostly 
from  the  United  States.  During  the  1978  quota  year  nearly  16,800  mt  (including 
the  3,000  mt  hotel  quota)  of  high  quality  beef  were  imported---all  but  about 
200  mt  came  from  the  United  States.  The  United  States  exported  a  total  of 
33,845  mt  valued  at  $117.6  million  to  Japan  during  the  1978  calendar  year, 
a  68  and  124  percent  increase,  respectively,  from  1977. 

The  special  quotas,  which  include  the  hotel  and  Okinawa  quotas,  will  probably  be 
announced  in  early  July.
